MOSCOW (AP)—Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei | gimme fm 
Gromyko charged Tuesday that the United States is | #aygguae # mm 
using the London disarmament negotiations as a screen | uuu 
to continue and intensify the arms race. 


In the first news conference 
called by a Soviet Foreign Min- 
ister since Nov. 30, 1953, Gro- 
myko demanded that the United 
States elther put a stop to “ag- 
gressive and incendiary” state- 
ments by its political and mill- 
tary leaders or tacitly admit ag- 
gressive intentions. 

Gromyko took his text chiefly 
from recent testimony by U.S. 
Gen. Lauris Norstad, Supreme 
NATO Commander in Europe, in 
which Norstad told a closed ses- 
sion of the Senate Foreign Re- 
lations Committee that Russia 
faces sure and “absolute” de- 
struction from the air if she 
attacks the West. 

Reading a prepared state- 
ment, Gromyko commented: 

“If the United States, a parti- 
cipant in the talks on disarma- 
ment,. really wishes to help 
achieve the necessary agree- 
ment among the powers, then 
there can be no place for ag- 
gressive and warmongering 
speeches like Norstad’s.” 


Gromyko said the “possibili- 
ty of achieving agreement on 
certain partial disarmament 
measures appeared in the Lon- 
don talks, particularly after the 
Soviet Union introduced its 
new proposals.” 


The Foreign Minister said 
public opinion in many coun- 
tries had noted that the Soviet 
proposals “facilitate an agree- 
ment between the powers.” The 
chief new proposal is for a ban 
on nuclear weapon tests to be 
enforced by international in- 
spection teams stationed in the 
United States, the Soviet Union, 
Britain and the Pacific testing 
areas.” 


Gromyko said only the U.S. 
Government could answer the 
question “whether the U.S.A, is 
using the London talks as a 
smoke-screen to cover up its 
desire to continue the arms 
race.” But “the tune,” he added, 
“is called by American military 
representatives.” 


Gromyko said “generals who 
occupy leading posts in NATO 
begin to set up a noise and 
shake their fists whenever eith- 
er military allocations for a con- 
tinuation of the arms race are 
being discussed or when, in the 
course 0° the talks on disarma- 
ment, a rapprochement of parti- 
cipants in the talks emerges on 
some point or other.”

U.S. to Link 
Production, 
Tests: Dulles 


WASHINGTON (Kyodo-UP)— 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles, at his news conference 
Tuesday, reaffirmed U.S. determi- 
nation to link a suspension of 
nuclear tests with a halt in atom- 
ic weapons production. 


At the same time, Dulles said 
it was entirely possible that nu- 
clear tests would be stopped be- 
fore a cut-off in nuclear weap- 
ons production, 


He said that while the United 
States would insist on the sign- 
ing of a first step disarmament 
agreement that would include 
both these two points, it was en- 
tirely possible to stop tests first 
and wait for the production cut- 
off to go into effect later. 


Dulles also said he believed 
the recent Washington visit 
of Prime Minister Kishi would 
help to place Japanese-Ameri- 
can cooperation on a much 
more equal basis from Tokyo's 
standpoint, 

The Secretary acknowledged, 
however, that the Japanese- 
American security committee to 
be set up in Tokyo is not sup- 
posed to revise the mutual 
security alliance between the 
two countries. Its_ principal 
work, he declared, is to see 
that Japan has an adequate 
voice in operations under the 
treaty and the administrative 
agreement as they now stand. 


He mentioned the movement 
of American troops about Japan 
and matters of that kind as 
coming within the scope of the 
committee’s anticipated opera- 
tions. 

Dulles, when asked to com- 
ment on the Kishi visit last 
week, said that he thought it 
was probably much more useful 
than the usual visits to Wash- 
ington by high foreign officials 
because it opened a new era 
which will be founded on a much 
better basis of cooperation and 
will eliminate some of the uni- 
lateral direction of relations by 
the United States. 


‘Streamlining’ Troops Abroad 

WASHINGTON (AP)—Secre- 
tary of State Dulles said Tues- 
day the United States intends to 
streamline its armed forces 
overseas but has no intention 
of pulling its army divisions out 


of Germany or Western Europe. 
Dulles also denoun Rus- 
sia’s sale of three submarines to 
Egypt as a studied Soviet effort 
to maintain tension and war 
dangers in the Middle East, 


Col. Nickerson Pleads

Typhoon Nears Nansei Isles; 
Inter-Island Ships Canceled 


KAGOSHIMA (Kyodo) — Ty- 
phoon No. 5 (Virginia) churn- 
ing northward from Taiwan 
veered in a northeasterly direc- 
tion and began lashing the Nan- 
sei Islands, south of Kyushu, 
from yesterday noon. 

Shipping services from Kago- 
shima to such islands as Amami 
Oshima, Okinawa, Tanegashima 
and Yaku were canceled. 

At Wadomari Port, Okierabu 
Island, Oshima-gun, Kago- 
shima Prefecture, a fishing boat 
was totally destroyed by the 
waves, two others badly damag- 
ed and nine glightly damaged 
yesterday afternoon. 

The center of the 
was located at a point 30 miles 
southeast of Taiwan at 3 p.m. 
tpn ab moving northward at 
a speed of about 12 miles per 
hour. 

Winds at the center were blow-

ing at a velocity of 117 mph. 

The typhoon was expected to 
reach the sea north of Taiwan 
this morning and then take a 
northeasterly course into the 
East China Sea.

Threatens 
Survey Work 


New violence threatened to ex- 
plode at Sunakawa today as 1,000 
townspeople and supporters 
were scheduled to prevent a 
Procurement Agency team from 
surveying farm land adjoining 
the giant Tachikawa Air Base, 

The survey work is necessary 
before the air base can be ex- 
panded. Japanese and American 
defense officials agree that the 
runways must be expanded so 
the base can handle jet bombers, 

The crowd of 1,000 people, in- 
cluding students and trade uni- 
onists, was scheduled to take up 
positions along the fence of the 
Tachikawa Air Base. Protest 
demonstrations were to start at 
8:30 a.m, today outside the Ta- 
chikawa Procurement’ Office. 
And a series of protest rallies 
have been scheduled at the end 
of this week. 

Last fall about 1,000 persons 
were slightly injured in a series 
of clashes between steel-helmet- 
ed police riot squads, trying to 
protect survey teams, and towns- 
men opposing the Government’s 
éxpropriation of their land. 
The opposition Socialist Party 
and the Sohyo trade union fed- 
eration openly backed the 
town’s fight against the Govern- 
ment’s base expansion policy. 

It was not known last night 
whether police forces would es- 

cort the survey team to Tachi- 
kawa today. 

A new peak of fury seemed 
likely to develop following a 
“call-off-the-surveying” request 
yesterday to the Government by 
representatives of the Socialist 
Party and the Sohyo. 

The request was made by 
a group of representatives head- 
ed by Masaru Nomizo, Chairman 
of the Socialist Party’s Military 
Base Special Committee. They 
called on Akira Kodaki, Direc- 
tor General of the Defense Agen- 
cy, and Tadashi Maruyama, Vice 
Chief of the Procurement 
Agency.

They demanded 
early completion of ground in- 
stallations and provision of bet- 
ter safety equipment in the 
planes before they would resume 
their full duties. 

Kodaki in his announcement 
acknowledged the basis of these 
complaints, without referring to 
the pilots’, action. 

The Defense Agency chief 
said the pilots were worried 
over the latk of safety facilities, 
such as high-speed rescue boats 
and fire trucks. Japan cannot 
yet make these items, he said, 
and until it can he hopes to get 
them from the U.S, Far East 
Air Forces. 

Kodaki said he had ordered 
ASDF units to refrain from 
making dangerous flights and 
to observe the principle of 
safety first even if it should 
cause delay in training sche- 
dules. 

He also disclosed plans to re- 
shuffle officials of the Air Staff 
Office to put more men with jet 
flying experience in responsible 
positions.

NEW YORK (AP)— 
Japanese Prime Minister 
Kishi said Monday night 
his proposals for the eco- 
nomic development of Asia 
found “generally favorable 
response” in the Southeast 
Asian countries he visited 


recently. 

“But,” he warned, “one 
thing that should be borne in 
mind is the fact that economic 
or technical aid to underdevel- 
oped countries is impossible 
without their consent and will 
ing cooperation. Such aid offer- 
ed with an ulterior motive will 
be obviously unacceptable.” 

Kishi spoke at a dinner in 
his honor given by the Japan 
Society at the Waldorf-Astoria 
Hotel. 

In a call for U.S. partnership 
in Japan’s economic develop- 
ment plans for Asia, Kishi 
said: 

“The Free World should be 
prepared to extend aid and 
cooperation to those countries 
on the footing of equality with 
the single purpose of promot- 
ing peace and progress. Then, 
and only then, can we enlarge 
the common interest of the 
world community.” 

Kishi said in his recent tra- 
vels he had sounded out the 
views of the leaders in South- 
east Asia for the economic de- 
velopment of the region, includ- 
ing a-plan for the establish- 
ment of a common development 
fund for Asia, 

“The yYesponse was general- 
ly favorable,” he said. 

The Prime Minister said: 
“How to help realize the hopes 
and aspirations of Asia is the 
problem that faces world states- 
manship today, It is a challenge 
as well as an opportunity. Japan 
as a nation of Asia has deep 
sympathy for the aspirations of 
the Southeast Asian countries to 
prosperity and progress.” 

Turning to relations with the 
West, Kishi said: “Japan as- 
sociates herself with the United 
States and other free nations, 
not from the military necessity 
of combatting the menace of 
communism but because we are 
bound with them by this spiri- 
tual bond of common ideals.” 

He said in his recent “heart- 
to-heart talks” with President 
Eisenhower, “a much broader 
and firmer basis for unreserved 
cooperation between our Gov- 
ernments has emerged.”

Japan’s Payments Balance Crisis 


On June 19 the Japanese Gov- 
ernment announced an “over- 
all” measure to restore the 
balance in the nation’s inter- 
national account. It calls for, 
among other things, intensifica- 
tion of the import mortgage 
system and control of home de- 
mand. 

It follows on the heels of a 
series of measures * enforced 
with the same 
end in view—in- 
cluding a raise 
announced on 
May 8 in the 
Bank of Japan 
official interest 
rate and a 
squeeze on for- Him 
eign - rE tad 
financing. . 

Will these Ichikawa 
measures be effectual? As for 
imports, new contracts for 


certain items had been decreas- 


before these measures were 

orced. This, combined with 
the fact that the foreign-ex- 
change budget is being stretch- 
ed out, may bring about a not 
able drop in imports from the 
autumn, at the earliest. 

But a basic prerequisite to 
balancing and stabilizing our 
international account is to in- 
crease our exports. 
ly, the import-restricting mea- 
sures are properly combined 
with export promotion steps, 
such as a reduction in the rate 
of interest on export advance 


bills. 

Undeniably, there are exter- 
nal situations unfavorable to a 
Japanese export drive. For one 
thing, ‘there is ever keener in- 


) 


ternational competition. For an- 
other, the European Common 
Market has come about. But 
there is a silver lining to the 
cloud in the fact that business 
in the West continues good. 

The world’s total exports for 
last year hit an all-time high of 
$93,300 million, which, in 
volume, is 1.7 times prewar. 
Germany, the U.S., the Nether- 
lands and Canada each register- 
ed more than a two-fold increase 
over their prewar exports and 
Britain an increase of 1.7 times. 

Only Japan failed to restore 
her exports to the prewar 
figures Japan is not receiving 
@ proper share of the increase 
in world exports. Hence our 
export drive must be carried on 
as a permanent task apart from 
the sproblem of restoring the 
balance in our international ae- 
count. ? 

Meanwhile, I believe that if 
our Government and people ex- 
ert themselves with the British 
example of 1955 before them, 
we shall be able to restore the 
balance in our international ac- 
count im the near future. 

A of the situations 
which have necessitated the 


current drastic measure sug- 
gests that an appropriate mea- 
sure should have taken 


earlier. 

An important int to re 
member is that a pepent con- 
dition of our international ac 
count means the conversion of 
our exchange holdings into an 
expansion in our stocks of raw 
materials. This must be borne 
in mind lest needless confusion

“Now from this headquarters 
of the United Nations let me 
reaffirm Japan’s determination 
to adhere strictly to the aims 
and principles.of the Charter 
of the United Nations, and to 
contribute toward the establish- 
ment of an enduring peace on 
earth by promoting interna- 
tional cooperation in_ social, 
economic and cultural fields in 
all parts of the world.” 


Turning to the difficult prob- 
lem of world disarmament, the 
Prime Minister, speaking in 
both Japanese and English, de- 
clared: 

“I hope that under the 
auspices of the United Nations 
a sweeping disarmament pro- 
m will be carried through, 
which should go a long way to 
relieve world tensions. 


“I hope, in particular, to see 
a speedy conclusion of an inter- 
national agreement on the ban- 
ning of. nuclear tests with the 
view to protecting the human 
race from irremediable harm, 
And I hope that nuclear energy 
will be devoted solely to peace- 
ful purposes of promoting 
world prosperity and progress.” 

Kishi arrived at U.N. head- 
quarters shortly before he made 
his broadcast statement. He 
and his official party were met 
at the delegates entrance by 
the U.N, chief of protocol, 
Jehan de Noue,. 


At the start of his statement 
Kishi expressed the “heartfelt 
gratitude” of Japan to the 
delegations in the U.N. that sup- 
ported Japan’s entry into the 
world organization, 

“Japan wished to join the

Th an address at the annual conference of state governors, 


the President cautioned against 
concentration of too much pow- 
er in the Washington govern 
ent and not enough assumed by 
the individual states of the 
United States. As an example 
of too ‘much centralization of 
power, Eisenhower spoke at 
some length about Soviet op- 
pression. 

“Today, against the dark 
baékground of Eastern Europe, 
we see spotlighted once again 
the results of extreme and dic- 
tatorial concentration of pow- 
er,” the President said. 


In that area, he went on, 
“man’s rightful aspirations are 
cruelly repressed by a despotism 
more far reaching than ‘the 
world has ever known.” 


He said “in the Soviet ma- 
chine, political power is exercis- 
ed. through unbridled force.” 
‘But he added that “the Kremlin 
itself, coming to recognize some 
o- the deficiencies of extreme 
centralization, has just embark- 
ed n a drastic reorganiza- 
tiom-of its massive bureaucracy.” 


The President continued: 


“The assertion and mainte- 
nance of its independence by 
Yugoslavia, the increasing un- 
rest in East Germany, the up- 
surge of freedom in ruthlessly 
repressed Hungary, the increas- 
ing liberation -f controls in 
Poland, all bear witness to 
man's eternal refusal to live 
enslaved by his fellow creatures 
or as the pawn of the state, 


“I am profoundly convinced 
that one day—inevitably—those 
nations and those peoples will 
again be free. Evolutionary 
change.,generated by pressures 
from wjthin and without, hopes 
and yearnings of the oppressed, 
kept alive by the friendships of 
the free people of the earth, will 
eventually destroy or § dis- 
integrate despotic power, and 
those downtrodden populations 
willagain walk upright upon 
the earth. But in the meantime, 
the cost will be great and sad— 
measured in privation, in degra- 
dation, in human suffering and 
despair. 

“Thinking of these things, we, 
in America, gain renewed deter- 
mination to hew to the prin- 
ciple of diffusion of power, 
knowing that only thus will we 
ourselves forever avoid drifting 
irretrievably into the grasp of 
some form of centralized gov- 
ernment,” 


The President challenged the 
states to open the way for 
federal tax cuts by taking over 
some- costly programs now 
financed wholly or partly by 
the national government.

Bricker Launches 
Amendment Drive 


WASHINGTON (Kyodo-UP) 
—Sen. John W. Bricker Tues- 
day launched another bid for 
congressional approval of his 
controversial proposal to limit 
the effectiveness of treaties as 
domestic law. 


The Ohio Republican, spurred 
on by public reaction to the 
Girard “Status of Forces” case 
in Japan, was the first schedul- 
ed witness as a Senate Judiciary 
Subcommittee began public 
hearings on his latest version 
of the so-called Bricker amend- 
ment. 


The key clause in the modifi- 
ed version, which Bricker in- 
troduced when the new Con- 
gress met in January, says that 
“an international agreement 
other than a treaty shall have 
‘legislative effect within the 
United States as a law thereof 
only through legislation valid 
in the absence of such an inter- 
national agreement.” 


Sen. Thomas C. Hennings Jr. 
(D-M.), who led a _ successful 
fight for defeat of an earlier 
Bricker proposal in 1954, also 
was listed as a witness Tues- 
day. 

The White House, State De- 
partment and Justice Depart- 
ment have not indicated ap- 
proval of Bricker’s latest at- 
tempt. The Ohio Senator said 
he hoped it might overcome 
their a0 to his original 


proposal. 

President Eisenhower .strong- 
ly opposed the original Bricker 
amendment and two _ subse- 
quent substitutes on grounds 
they would shackle the execu- 
tive’s constitutional treaty mak- 


ing power. 
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Uda Discuss 
Atom Accord 


WASHINGTON’ (INS).— The 
possibility of a U.S.-Japan 
bilateral agreement on atomic 
power was discussed in Wash- 
ington Tuesday during high- 
level talks between officials of 
the two countries. 

Koichi Uda, chairman of the 
Japanese Atomic Energy Com- 
mission, and seven other Japa- 
nese experts conferred for 
more than an hour with Lewis 
L. Strauss, chairman of the 
American AEC, 

Japan and the U.S. already 
have a bilateral agreement on 
nuclear research. One sugges- 
tion during the meeting was 
that this might be extended to 
cover power projects for gen- 
erating electricity from _ the 
atom. 


It was also suggested that 
there should be further ex- 
changes of visits by officials 
and technical experts of the 
two countries. 

Uda and his party will leave 
Washington Wednesday for a 
brief tour of major U.S. atomic 
installations. 


They will be at Oak Ridge, 
Tenn., the birthplace of atomic 
production, on Wednesday and 
Thursday. Sunday, they are to 
visit shipping Port, Pa., where 
the first full-scale U.S. atomic 
power station is to begin opera- 
tion later this year. 

They will also visit Argonne 
National Laboratory near Chica- 
go beginning July 5. 


Banker Arrested 
In Zenkoren Case 


The Tokyo District Prosecu- 
tors Office, investigating the 
“fertilizer scandal,” yesterday 
arrested an official of the Agri- 
culture-Forestry Central Bank 
on alleged charges of fraud. 


Prosecutors alleged that Issul 
Aoki, 53, inspector of the gen- 
eral affairs department of the 
bank, had conspired with Jun- 
kichi Tanaka, 61, former presi- 
dent of the National Federation 
of Agricultural Purchasing As- 
sociations (Zenkoren), who is 
already under arrest. Aoki is 
accused of aiding the Waka- 
yama Prefectural Agricultural 
Purchasing Association in 1952 
by falsely representing the as- 
sociation’s deficit as 200 million 
yen whereas the actual amount 
was only 100 million yen to the 
Agriculture-Forestry Ministry. 
This aided the association to re- 
ceive more than the due amount 
of government subsidies it was 
alleged. 

Further, the District Prosecu- 
tor’s Office yesterday indicted 
Sadao Ogita, 46, editor of Kan- 
cho Shimbun, on charges of 
blackmail. 


Ogita was charged with steal- 
ing a document on the account- 
ing irregularities of Zenkoren 
from the auditing section of the 
Agriculture-Forestry Ministry 
in February 1953, and using the 
document to blackmail ¥150,000 
from Zenkoren,

It was the Independents who 
toppled the Government of 
Socialist Premier Guy Mollet 
May 21, producing a long crisis, 
on the same issue. Bourges- 
Maunoury, 42, a Radical Socia- 
list (moderate) replaced Mollet

The Independents’ decision to 
go along with the Government 
brought the mainly Catholic 
Popular Republican Movement 
(MRP) into line. The Socialists 
previously decided to back the 
Government after accepting a 
compromise on the tax scheme 
which the Independents had 
found objectionable. 


Like his predecessor, Bourges- 
Maunoury asked the Assembly 
to approve $420 million in new 
taxes, to help pay for the cost- 
ly war against the Algerian 
rebels. 


A feature of the tax bill was 
the Socialist-backed provision 
calling for a five per cent levy 
on increases in the value of busi- 
ness inventories.

90,000 Coal Miners 
Strike in Kyushu 


FUKUOKA (Kyodo)—Some 
90,000 workers of all coal mines 
in Kyushu struck yesterday in 
support of a small miners’ 
union that has been fighting for 
higher wages since late March. 

The strike was carried out on 
a limited basis. Each shift cut 
down its pit work by one hour 
and 50 minutes from early 
morning. 

It is feared the strike will re- 
duce coal production in the 
Kyushu area by 15,000 tons. 


Some 80 workers of the 
Kyonoue Mine in the town of 
Kurate in Fukuoka Prefecture 
went on a strike of indefinite 


| duration late in March to press 


their demand for higher wages. 

The workers comprised the 
only union failing to come to 
terms with the management 
when all miners’ unions in Kyu- 
shu fought for an increase in 
pay last March. 

Collective talks were resumed 
Monday but no agreement was 
reached. The Kyushu’ Coal 
Mine Workers Union decided to 
stage a sympathy strike later 
the same day. 

It was the first time that such 
a strike was carried out by coal 
mine workers in Japan, 


Sohyo Seen 
As Unhealthy 
Labor Body 


Labor Minister Shutaro Ma- 
tsuura Said yesterday that the 
General Council of Japan Trade 
Unions (Sohyo) is not recogniz- 
ed by the world as a healthy 
labor organization. 

Matsuura returned to Tokyo 
last Friday after attending the 
general meeting of the ILO held 
recently in Geneva. 

At a Cabinet meeting yester- 
day Matsu.ira made a report on 
the ILO conference, commenting 
on the world’s opinion on Japa- 
nese labor movements. 

Matsuura said that Sohyo 
Chairman Yukitaka Hara- 
guchi’s proposal to the Geneva 
meeting on a minimum wage 
system was turned down on 
grounds it was pro-Communist. 

Haraguchi had 
the meeting a resolution calling 
for immediate approval of an in- 
ternational agreement on the 
minimum wage system. 

This is proof, Matsuura said, 
that the nations of the world do 
not consider the Sohyo to be a 
healthy organization, 


Matsuura also told the Cabi- 
net meeting that labor experts 
of European countries were 
agreed in opinion that Japanese 
laborers were poorly educated 
and lacking in national con- 
sciousness. The views were 
sounded out during his inspec- 
tion tour of European countries 
after the conference. 

The wabor Minister said that 
in his speech on “Automation 
and Complete Employment” de- 
livered at the ILO meeting he 
had told the audience that 
Japan would comply with re- 
quests for Japanese technicians 
by foreign countries since Japan 
was highly advanced in various 
industrial techniques,

A special showing and sale of 
hand-woven silk kimono materi- 
al is being held June 
29 from 10 a.m. to 6 p.m. at 
the Silk Gallery under the spon- 
sorship of the Silk Road Society 
in the compound of Korinkaku 
Mansion in Mita, Tokyo. The 
exhibition is particularly. inter- 
esting as hand-weaving is be 
ing shown for the benefit of 
v‘ itors. 


The display includes Japanese 
“omeshi,” striped rey of heavy 
silk with a delicate luster; “ka- 
suri” with small splashed pat- 
terns; “chirimen,” crepe de 
chine with pretty floral designs: 
“akashi”'s “Te and “sha” 
or silk gauze, e akashi and 
sha are for summer wear. 


h ppose om hand-woven fabrics 
are costly many of them, partic- 
ularly those with small stripes 
and kasuri in quiet colors, can 
be made into attractive after- 
noon or cocktail dresses. 


The narrow striped “obi” 
(sash) of heavy texture about 
three inches wide, shown in 
varied colors, could be adapted 
as belts or cummerbunds. 

The. hand-woven kimon9? 
material now on display in one 
section of the gallery is the 
product of Takibun, a noted 
textile plant in Tokamachi in 
Niigata Prefecture. In the 
olden days a market was held 
regularly every 10 days; hence 
the name Toka-machi (ten-day 
town). In this little town with 
a population of 50,000 weaving 
has been going on for the last 
1,000 years. 

In the early days the farmers 
in this town spent the long, 
cold, snow-bound winter months 
by weaving flax, found 
abundantly in this area, The 
woven striped fabrics were 
made into clothes for their own 
use. 

However, during the Meiji 
Era (1868-1911) they learned to 
weave the flax’ into other 
fabrics of different weights and 
finish. The same technique of 
weaving was adopted for silk 
and new patterns and gayer 
stripes were applied to suit 
the taste and fancy of urban 
residents.

Rain 
interrupted play for nearly two 
hours, with the result that only 


125 of the 64 men’s singles first 


round matches could be decided. 


On the center court, Australli- 
an favorite Lew Hoad just had 
time to complete a workman- 
like win over Pierre Darmon, 
the leading Frenchman, 6-2, 6-4, 
6-3. 


Hoad, as defending champion, 
was accorded the traditional 
honor of being escorted to the 
umpire’s chair by the president 
of the British Lawn Tennis As- 
sociation, the Duke of Devon- 
shire. 

The burly, blond Hoad gave a 
sound display and at times serv- 
ed and volleyed with tremend- 
ous power. He also played 
many loose shots, which per- 
haps is understandable at this 
stage of the world’s most test- 
ing tennis tournament, 

On the adjacent show court, 
Jaroslav Drobny, champion in

Japanese proposal for settle- 
ment of trade accounts in 
pounds cash and for dispatch 
of an economic survey team to 
Moscow. 


The Japanese Government has 
dispatched a trade arrangement 
mission, instead of a formal eco- 
nomic survey team, to Moscow. 
The mission is headed by Minis-

The mission is scheduled to 
arrive at the Soviet capital to- 
day and, after making arrange- 
ments with Japanese Ambassa- 
dor Suemitsu Kadowaki, to be- 
gin a two-week investigation of 
the actual economic situation in 
the Soviet Union. 


The Hirose mission, following 
survey of the economic condi- 
‘tions in Ukraine, the Soviet 
trade and customs systems and 
others, is to return home around 
July 20. 


On the basis of the mission’s 
findings, the Japanese Govern- 
ment will finalize its draft of 
a Japan-Soviet trade agreement 
and sent a negotiation panel to 
Moscow to hold concrete talks 
on the trade target and other 
points, 

In negotiating with the Soviet 
authorities, the Japanese Gov- 
ernment is said to intend to 
stick to the following stand in 
order to expand trade between 
the two countries without fail:

Good Fishing Seen 
In North Pacific 


Japanese salmon and crab

Aureomycin Produced 
In Communist China 

By The United Press 

Under Red China’s first Five 
Year Plan the production of the 
antibiotic aureomycin was for 
the first time produced on the 
now Communist mainland, ac- 
cording to Radio Peiping. 

Aureomycin, effective against 
certain diseases in both animals 
and men, was put on a mass 
production basis Monday in Red 
China’s commercial center, 
Shanghai. 

This drug is the second anti- 
biotic to go into mass produc- 
tion since the first Five-Year 
Plan began in 1952, the other 
being penicillin. 

The report said that previous- 
ly Red China “relied exclusively 
on imports for aureomycin” 
but the quantity now produced 
by the Shanghai pharmaceutical 
plant “is expected to surpass by 
a wide margin” the amount that 
Red China has heretofore been 
forced to import. 

It is thought that the price 
for the drug will be cut to about 
half by the home production. 

The report concluded by say- 
ing, “the factory (that is pro- 
ducing aureomycin and penicil- 
lin) is now preparing to pro- 
duce another four or five kinds 
of antibiotics” sometime during 
the second Five-Year Plan 
which begins in 1958.

The Bank of Japan’s advances

. Today, a comerence o1 tne rrume ministers ox the nine 
memper siates of the Commonwealth will open in London. 

All the countries concerned will be represented by their 
Prime Ministers, except South Africa, wnich has sent its 
minister of External Affairs, Mr. Eric Louw, in place ot 
rrime Minister Strydom. On his arrival in London, Mr. 
Louw was asked wny Mr. Strydom was not attending the 
conrerence and he replied that Mr. Strydom had stateu that 
his reasons were personal and had expressed the hope that 
he would not be pressed to state them. 

For the first time the state of Ghana, which achieved 
independence and full Commonwealth membership in 
March this year, will be represented. Its Prime Minister, 
Dr. Nkrumah, is expected to bring a new outlook on im- 
portant African questions to the deliberations, which are 
those of a free and voluntary association of independent 


nations. 


The Commonwealth conferences are essentially convened 
totake a wide review of major matters at a high level, and 
they de not imply any common agreement on specific topics, 
but rather an attempt to accommodate various interests 


and viewpoints to the actual 


facts of international events. 


There is a tacit understanding that the course of the dis- 
cussions and the views expressed should not be disclosed 
and this serves to ensure really frank and intimate exchange 


of opinion. 


This year a number of important matters will be be- 
fore the conference. India and Ceylon are expected to urge 
the speedy conclusion of an international agreement to 


outlaw nuclear weapon tests. 


Australia and New Zealand 


are anxious to hear how Britain’s new defense policy, — 
based largely on the deterrent of nuclear power, is going 
to affect British commitments in the Far East to which 


they feel themselves. close neighbors. 
are still separated by the Kashmir issue. 


Pakistan and India 
Pakistani Prime 


Minister Suhrawardy on arrival in London said he did not 
intend to raise the Kashmir question at the conference but 
added that he did not know whether Indian Prime Minister 
Nehru would like to have private talks with him in London 


on the subject. 


It was a rather touchy question, he said, 


and he did not know whether private talks could lead to 


a solution. 


It is expected that-a good part of the 10-day talks will 
be devoted to a consideration of policies for the Middle 


East and Southeast Asia and 


of economic affairs. Among 


the economic issues demanding consideration are a number 
of development plans in various countries and how to find 


money enough for their pursuit. 


The raising of standards 


of living in underdeveloped areas is one of the preoccupa- 
tions of Commonwealth meetings and the results of this 
year’s deliberations will be observed with great interest in 
Asian countries where there is still a long way to go in 


reaching higher levels in material welfare. 


It is to be 


hoped that the Commonwealth countries themselves will go 
on from strength to strength and through fruitful consulta- 
tions continue to give a lead in cooperation to other nations.

It is important not only to 
find the source of trouble but 
also to take positive, corrective 
steps. This is especially true 
in view of the long-range dam- 
age which can be done if the 
remedy is put off indefinitely. 

One college professor, Dr. 
William A. Gager of the Univer- 
sity of Florida, said: “The col- 
lege math professors concen- 
trate on engineers and scient- 
ists but neglect those who are 
going to teach mathematics in 
grade or high school.” 

“In due course of time,” he 
added, “they go out as poorly 
trained teachers who turn out 
poorly prepared students, who, 
in turn, go to college poorly pre- 
pared,” 

The last words of the profes- 
sor should be a reminder to 
eack of us to do our part not 
only to keep intellectual stand- 
ards high but also to prevent a 
similar lowering in moral and 
spiritual values from taking 
place.

Yomiuri Shimkan said the 
conference of Prime Ministers 
of the British Commonwealth 


nations to take place in London 
from June 26 will be “an im- 
portant event for the British 
Government.” In the Suez dis- 
pute, the British Government 
failed to enlist support from 
the rest of the Commonwealth 
nations in its armed attack on 
Egypt. Under the circum- 
stances, it may be presumed 
that the British Government 
will make use of the conference 
as an opportunity to cement 
Commonwealth unity. The 
paper said Britain’s efforts to 
act as a bridge between the 
two opposing camps of the 
world, to promote world trade 
and to grant independence to 
its colonies will prove more 
beneficial to Britain than mak- 
ing efforts to vie in a nuclear 
weapons race with the United 
States and Russia. 


Kahoku Shimbun (Sendai) 
said that in the Economic White 
Paper released last summer, the 
nation voiced pride in its post- 
war economic rehabilitation, 
then said comparable to West 
Germany’s economic “miracle.” 


Now, the situation has been 
completely reversed. An ab- 
normal increase in imports 


caused the foreign currency re- 
serves to dwindle drastically 
and the Government is busy en- 
forcing “emergency measures” 
to balance the country’s inter- 
national account. The paper 
said the emergency measures 
may prove effective to tide the 
nation over the present econo- 
mic crisis temporarily. However, 
it is problematical whether the 
measures will pave the way 
for a healthy growth of the na- 


tion’s economy. 


Osaka Shimbun (Osaka) said 
the Kishi Cabinet should have 
taken the responsibility for the 
failure in its economic policy 
which has caused an unbalance 
in the nation’s international 
account. The Cabinet has un- 
scrupulously tried to remain in 
office by merely switching to a 
deflationary policy from one of 
disinflation, the paper criticized. 
Furthermore, it is strange that 
the Cabinet approves an upward 
revision of private railway rates 
and consumers rice price which 
run counter to the newly-adop- 
ted deflationary policy, the pa- 
per said. It said the Govern- 
ment should be particularly 
careful on the raising of the 
consumers rice price which will 
inevitably lead to other com- 
modity prices going up also. 


oka) voiced opposition to the re- 
ported Government plan to 
create courts of law exclusively 
to deal with labor disputes. 
First, the paper said, under the 
present Constitution, such a 
special court of administrative 
litigation or a court-martial as 
existed in pre-war days cannot 
be approved in principle.

A third suggestion 
was that the Western nations 
participate in the development 
of West Africa, which is within 
sight of national independence. 


For myself, all these proposals 
seem to be excellent. But I can- 
not believe that lower tariffs or 
the financing of India or West 
Africa can generate in the West- 
ern world anything like the 
sense of high common enterprise 
which existed in the _ great 
days of the Marshall Plan. 


Can anything develop it to 


day? Or is the Western world 
spellbound by the great boom

that now prevails almost every- 
where? Ten years ago it was a 
vital necessity that Western Eu- 
rope should recover, and it was 
that necessity which inspired 
and animated the common en- 
terprise of the Marshall Plan. 
Is there today any similar neces- 
sity, one which is central, which 
engages all the Atlantic nations 
jointly and severally, which 
catches the vital interests of the 


masses of the people?

I think there is. It grows out 
of the race of armaments which 
is fast becoming a critical prob- 
lem not only in international 
@ffairs but in the internal affairs 
of all the military powers. The 
great dispute over our own 
budget is really about the ef- 
fects on our civilian life of the 
enormous and the mounting 
costs of armaments. In all 
Western countries public life is 
dominated by the same issue of 
military versus private and pub- 
lic civilian spending. 

We need have no illusions 
about the difficulty of coming to 
an agreement among ourselves 
and with Russia which would 
limit and stabilize the competi- 
tion in armaments. But this is 
the central and overriding task 
today as was the recovery of 
Western Europe 10 years ago. 

The task is certainly not to 
disarm while the world is so 
divided. Perhaps it is not even 
to reduce substantially the pres- 
ent scale of armaments. The 
task is to bring the competition 
itself under international control 
before it becomes intolerably 
costly, and before the tensions 
of the nuclear testing and of 
the threat of nuclear war brings 
us to some breaking point.

Kishi’s Broadcast at U.N. 


NEW YORK (Reuter) — Fol- 
lowing is the text of the world- 
wide broadcast from United Na- 
tions headquarters today by 


. Nobusuke Kishi, the Japanese 


Prime Minister: 

“Friends all over the world. 

“I am happy to have this op- 
portunity to speak to you from 
the headquarters of the United 
Nations in New York. 

“It was in December last year 
that Japan was admitted to the 
United Nations at long last. At 
long last, I say, for ever since 
the conclusion of the San Fran- 
cisco Peace Treaty in 1951, it 
had been Japan’s fervent aspira- 
tion to join this world organiza- 
tion. 

“Japan wished to join the 
United Nations, because she 
desired to commit herself for- 
mally to the lofty ideals of the 
United Nations and to partici- 
pate fully in the manifold activi 
ties of the United Nations for 
world peace, prosperity and 
progress. 


“I am deeply touched to think. 


that I am the first Prime Minis- 
ter of Japan to visit this magni- 
ficent home of the United Na- 
tions since her admission to 
this organization, 

“On this occasion, let me ex- 
press the heartfelt gratitude of 
my Government and people to 
the Governments and peoples 
of the countries whose support 
has made possible Japan’s en- 
try to the United Nations. 


“The foremost concern of the. 


world—is peace. Our problem 
is how to establish peace among 
nations—a true peace with 
liberty, justice and equality. 

“This is by no means a new 
problem but an old problem 
that has confronted mankind 
from the beginning of history. 
It is the problem of today; and 
it will be the problem of tomor- 
row. Pascal, the French philo- 
sopher said: Justice without 
power is impdtent. Power with- 
out justice is tyrannical. We 
must therefore combine justice 
with power. 

“How true that is. And this 
combination of justice with 
power has been achieved to a 
considerable extent in civilized 
communities — especially in 
democracies, where a govern- 
ment established with the con- 
sent of the governed, maintains 
peace and order and adminis- 
ters justice under the laws 
made by the people themselves. 

“Here justice is combined 
with power—the power of state 
which is physically equipped 
with police and troops and 
spiritually armed with the 
moral force of public opinion— 


the will of the people. 

“Unfortunately there exists no 
such government for the world 
as a whole. A global demo- 
cracy is still a vision. But we 
have the United Nations point- 
ing to that ideal. 


“The United Nations is a 
monumental accomplishment of 
man in his pursuit of peace, It 
is the hope of the world for the 
elimination of international in- 
justices and inequalities for the 
outlawing of war and for the 
banishment of fear and want. 


“I hope under the auspices of 
tlfe United Nations a sweeping 
disarmament program will be 
carried through, which should 
go a long way to relieve world 
tensions. 

“I hope, in particular, to see 
a speedy conclusion of an inter- 
national agreement on the ban- 
ning of nuclear tests with a 
view to protecting the human 
race from irremediable harm, 


“And I hope that nuclear 
energy will be devoted solely to 
peaceful purposes promoting 
world prosperity and progress. 

“In spite of the swift march 
of civilization and the revolu- 
tionary advance of science and 
technology, the world contains 
vast areas where prevail appall- 
ing poverty and indescribable 
misery. Peace is impossible 
without the social and economic 
pro in these areas. 

“It is most gratifying that the 
United Nations is carrying out 
many splendid programs of as- 
sistance, which, I hope, will be 
further amplified. Let me say 
that Japan is doing and will do, 
all in her power to support 
these programs. 

“Friends I am scheduled to 
meet the Secretary General, 
Mr. Hammarskjold, immediate- 
ly following this broadcast. I 
want to pay my respects to this 
great man who has done so 
much to enhance the prestige 
of the United Nations, 

“I want to render him my 
humble tribute on his wisdom 
and brilliant statesmanship and 
his unselfish, devotion-to the 
cause of international concilia- 
tion and concord. 

“Now from his headquarters 
of the United Nations let me 
reaffirm Japan’s determination 
to adhere strictly to the aims 
and principles of the charter of 
the United Nations and to con- 
tribute toward the _ establish- 
ment of an enduring peace on 
earth by promoting inter- 
national cooperation in _ social, 
economic and cultural fields in

General Lemnitzer

When Lyman Louis Lemnitzer 
was named to command the 
Army’s llth Airborne Division 
at Fort Campbell, Ky., seven 
years ago, he prepared for the 
assignment with unusual 
thoroughness. 


The general, then 50 years 
old and the father of two chil- 
dren, quietly took himself off 
to Fort Benning, Ga., under- 
went the basic airborne course 
and qualified as a parachutist. 


As U.S. and U.N. commander 
in chief\in the Far East since 
May, 1955, four-star General 
Lemnitzer has been no less 
thorough in studying the Com- 
munist military build-up in 
North Korea. 


He got fed up with the Reds’ 
obvious violation of the Korean 
armistice and now his anger is 
being translated into action By 
the U.N. command. 


But Lemnitzer is on his way 
out of the Far East. On July 
1, he becomes Army Vice Chief

of Staff, putting him in line to 
succeed the present chief, Gen, 
Maxwell Taylor, and perhaps 
eventually to become chairman 


of the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 


None of this would surprise 
long-time friends of “Lem,” a 
product of the Pennsylvania 
coal-mining area who has long 
shown a talent for military 
leadership far beyond the tradi- 
tional call of duty. 


He was graduated from West 
Point in 1921 and returned 
there as a philosophy instruc- 
tor 13 years later. In 1940, he 
was a pitcher for the National 
War College baseball team. 


During World War II, his as- 
signments included Gen. Mark 
Clark’s secret submarine mission 
to North Africa for talks with 
French leaders prior to the Al- 
lied invasion. 


In 1945, having become a 
cloak-and-dagger agent, he and 
a British officer slipped into 
Switzerland pretending they 
were in the market for a dach- 
shund. Instead, they contacted 
German officers who surrender- 
ed all Nazi forces in-Italy and 
southern Austria.

The Ghost of Stalin 


B-K Visit to Finland Reminder of Past

To people who recognize 
realities, the Khrushchev-Bul- 
ganin visit to Finland offers 4 
characteristic contrast between 
Soviet words and Soviet mean- 


ing. On the-surface all has 
been shiniadt” tonee and appar- 


ent goodwill. Children have 


presented spring flowers to the po 


visiting Soviet leaders. Khrush- 
chev has said that the Soviet 
peoples all “desire friendship” 
with Finland. Marshal Bul- 
ganin celebrated his 62nd birth- 
day in the Finnish city of 
Lahti, told its mayor, “This has 
been the most joyous birthday 
of my life,” followed a toast, 


"Russian fashion, by putting the 


glass bottom-up on his head to 
show that he had emptied it, 
and said, “I shall dedicate the 
rest of my days to strengthen- 
ing Soviet-Finnish friendship.” 
All of which was of course in- 
tended to make the best of im- 
ressions and would doubtlesss 
ave done so if the Finns had 
been able to forget Stalin's 
ghost and what Soviet policy 
has meant for their country in 
the recent past. 

The story of Finland and 
Stalin during a crucial period 
before the World War I 
has just been retold in English 
by Vaino Tanner in a book— 
The Winter War (Stanford Uni- 
versity Press. London: Oxford 
University Press).—which is 
dramatically relevant to the 
problems of today. The Winter 
War was the war which the So- 
viet Union launched against 
Finland in November, 1939, and 
Tanner, a former Finnish Prime 
Minister and Foreign Minister, 
writes about the events which 
led up to it as a participant 


who negotiated officially with 


Stalin. 


What happened was typical. 
As early as April, 1938, a year 
and a half before the World 
War II began, secret Soviet 
soundings were made in the 
Finnish capital. Their purpose 
was to request Finnish conces- 
sions which would strengthen 
the defenses of Leningrad. 
Stalin was determined to have 
what he thought militarily 
necessary, though in the early 
Stages he was willing to pay 
quite a high price for it in 
trade and other concessions. 

But the Finns did not realize 
that he was in earnest, and 
they also thought that Finland 
was safeguarded by a non- 
aggression pact with the Soviet 
Union which had been signed 
in 1932. In the end they were 
too stubborn, Soviet forces at- 
tacked, and Moscow took what 
it had asked for and more be 
sides. 

During the present Khrush- 
chev-Bulganin visit Stalin's 
ghost must be walking again. 
Finland’s position is defined in 
a Soviet-Finnish treaty made 
by Stalin in 1948 under which 
Finland must fight on its own 
territory to repel military ag- 
gression by Germany “or by 
any Power allied with Ger- 
many.” This now means all 
NATO countries, including all 
of Finland’s real friends. In 
repelling aggression Finland 
must accept Soviet help or 
fight “together with the Soviet 
Union.” She is also pledged to 
keep out of any anti-Soviet al- 
liance or coalition. 


These commitments have won 
Finland Soviet praise-for what 
it is worth. They also provide 
the framework which gives the 
Khrushchev-Bulganin visit its 
real meaning. During a visit 
which is the first contact with 
the Free World by leading 
Soviet statesmen since the 
shameful crushing of the Hun- 
garian Revolution last autumn, 
Khrushchev and Bulganin hoped 
to re-establish Soviet political 
credit in Finland by underlin- 
ing to the Finns the Soviet ap- 
preciation of Finnish neutrality 
and by promising to expand 
trade between the two countries. 
In just the same way Stalin 
during the negotiations of 1939 
promised all kinds of trade con- 
cessions to the Finns if only 
they gave him the military 
ground he wanted, 


More important, the Khrush- 
ch2v-Bulganin visit was used to 
launch the second phase of the 
Soviet offensive against Nor- 
way’s and Denmark’s member- 
ship of NATO. The first phase, 
it will be recalled, included the 
Bulganin notes this spring to 
the Premiers of Denmark and 


a 


Norway in which all kinds of 
dire threat were made against 
both®countries if they allowed 
NATO bases to be established 
on Danish o> Norwegian terri- 
tory. Now in this second phase 
Khrushchev told his Finnish 
Loarers that “it is not the ex- 
rt of communism that is 
threatening peace, but the ex- 
port of atomic weapons and the 
creation of military bases on 
foreign territory.” 

Khrushchev went on to say 
that the Soviet Union does not 
build military bases on foreign 
territory. But he did not say 
that from territory now under 
Soviet control the whole of 
northern, western and southern 
Europe except Spain and Por- 
tugal can be attacked with inter- 
mediate-range na.issiles which 
Soviet technologists working 
under intens> Kremlin pressure 
have made. To add this point 
would have reminded Scandina- 
vian listeners too brutally 
ab ut Stalin’s ghost and the 
demands, threats, and violence 
of Soviet policy against Finland 
in 1939. 

For those who recall these 
things the Khrushchev-Bulganin 
visit to Finland is seen in its 
true light as part of the great 
Soviet campaign to weaken the 
Free World and all whom it pro- 
tects by breaking up its alli 
ances—NATO, Baghdad Pact, 
SEATO and the rest. (LPS)

brighten life during tsuyu or 
rainy season, the most promin- 
ent is ajisai, a kind of hydrangea 
unique to Japan. Dr. Philipp 
Frank von Siebold, Dutch phy- 
sician and botanist who came 
to Nagasaki in 1828 noticed 
this variety of hydrangea, and 
named it Hydrangea var, Otaksa, 
after Otaki-san, a Japanese wom- 


and with whom he became 
friendly. 
Dr. Tomitaro Makino, who 


found several new types of 
ajisai, confirmed that this plant 
originated in Japan, although 
some scientists had formerly 
said that it came from China. 


Ajisal is now mostly seen in 
gardens but wild ones are also 
found near the shore of Boshu, 
Chiba Prefecture, and other 
places. From the root of the 
plant grow several stems that 
reach up to 10 feet in height. 
The blossoms appear at the 
tip of each branch, Tiny 
pale yellowish or white blos- 
soms are massed in a round 
shape. As days pass, the mass 
grows bigger, finally attaining a 
size of from eight to 10 inches 
across, and takes the form of 
a round ball. 


As the ball becomes bigger, 
the color changes. At first the 
flowers are pale yellowish or 
white, but gradually they turn 
a greenish tint, and finally to 
bluish purple. The colors are 
very delicate. Ajisai has been 
often called “shichihenge-gusa” 
or plant of seven changes. 


Another reason why ajisai is 
so much loved by the people 
is that they bloom for a month 
or more and become more beau- 
tiful as they become larger 
and change colors. Thus ajli- 
sai has been sung about Dy 
many poets of the past. 


There is one type of ajisal 
which is called gaku or gaku- 
ajisai. In this variety, the 
flowers along the outer edge of 
the ball are larger than those 
inside, looking as though the 
ball has a frame around it. 
Hence the name gaku (frame).
